Tate Brady at Tulsa failed to elicit 
any further 
information. 
“I 
have 
been out of the state for some time 
and just returned,” said Brady. “If 
Boone Williams says we have resign­ 
ed, it is true and I will stand by i t ” 
Gov. Cruoe stated that he had not 


been apprised of the intentions of 
the committee. 


It is understood, however, that the 
reason the Commissioners will offer 
in explanation of their action is that 
they are “sick and tired” of the in­ 
cessant wrangling and trouble ex­ 
perienced since the commission was 
first created. 
Gov. Cruce is opposed to the idea 
of a special commission to conduct 
the business incident to building the 
new state house. He contends the 
state board of affairs should proper­ 
ly have charge of this work. Brady, 
Bennett and Williams were appoint­ 
ed by Gov. Haskell immediately fol­ 
lowing the act of the legislature lo­ 
cating the capital in Oklahoma City. 
A bill to abolish the commission 
has already passed the upper house 
of the legislature. 
The antagonism on the part of 
Gov.
